met Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen and 
members of the cabinet this after- 
noon and discussed the question from 
various angles. Tae conference which 
adjourned shortly before six, after 
the presentation of the western pro- 
vinces’' case was expected to be rseum- 
ed this evening but, while there was 
some informal] d«cussion between the 
members of the western de egation 
there was formal gathering. 

After tae meeting at which the case 
of the Manitoba government was pre 
sented by Attorney-General Johnson 
of that province the western premiers 
returned to their hotel! where they 
discuessed matters further amongst 
themselves. 

To the Canadian Press, Premier T. 
C. Norris, of Manitoba stated that 
matters had reached a stage, as the 
result of today’s conferences, where 
it was for the government of the do- 
minion and of the various provinces 
jinterested to draw up legisiation 
which would be acceptabe to the 
| legislatures and to the dominion par- 
HNament.

This was for the purpose of re- 
moving misunderstanding as to the 
position taken by the western pro- 
vinces, This research work was dono 
by Chester Martin, professor of h's- 
tory in the University of Manitoba, 
Manitoba now bases its claims entirely

creat advantage over the lower 
animals is that he has the gift of 
words with which to conceal his 
thoughts.

Trade figures for the past eight 
months show that Canadians have 
bought abroad 81 millions of dol- 
lars worth more goods than they 
jacid abroad. During the corre-

; more than those we bought from 
the outside world. ‘The compari- 
son is the more siriking because 
this year we have sold’abroad 17 
million dollars’ worth more _ pro- 
ducts than last year. Summing it 
up; the case stands that we have 
in the last eight months bought 
from outsiders goods worth 269 
millions more than those we 
bought in the eight-month period 
a year ago, and the net result of 
the transaction is that we owe 81 
millions.
